Montreal, March 23.—Care in 
économizing in the milit'a depart- 
ment was urged by Sir Arthur 
Currie, principal of McGill Univ- 
ers'ty, in discussing the abolition 
of the posts held by Sir Henry 
Burstall and General Gwatkin as 
heads of the Canadian militia and 
air forces. Economy might be just-
